Feeling Minnesota 


This past winter, photographer Peter VonDeLinde loaned me his copy of You Say to Brick, Wendy 

Lesser's biography of Louis Kahn, the architect of midcentury landmarks including the Salk Institute 

in La Jolla, California, and the Kimbell Art Museum in Fort Worth, Texas (November/December 2016 

issue). One early passage in the book got me thinking again about the design DNA in new buildings designed 
by Minnesota architects. 


“You cannot necessarily recognize a Kahn project by the way it looks,” writes Lesser. "What you can recognize 
is the feeling it gives you to be inside it, to wander around it" —a feeling she describes as “а combination of 
exhilaration and repose." 


The apt encapsulation of Kahn's architectural magic aside, I always find it interesting to think about how 
INTERACT & CONNECT buildings can be linked not just by look and style but also by character and feel.

When the Minneapolis Sculpture Garden reopened 

in June 2017 after a multi-year renovation, longtime visitors 
checked their memories against the new arrangement. Is 
that piece new? Didn't there used to be a check out 
that rooster! Landscape architect Tom Oslund (page 15) of 
oslund.and.assoc. and Julie Snow, FAIA, of Snow Kreilich 
Architects (pages 24, 28, and 44) revamped the landmark 
art park to improve its stormwater management and overall 
sustainability, as well as enhance its integration with the 
Walker Art Center's newly redesigned landscape. Some 
features disappeared, new ones arrived, and old favorites 
remained the same—or almost the same 


Snow says the iconic Cowles Conservatory was almost 
eliminated from the new plan. With its single-pane glass 
and palm trees in Minnesota's continental climate, the 
energy-inefficient jewel box was far from sustainable 

So Snow and her team unplugged it. The renovation 
removed the walls and opened the shelter up to the four 
seasons. "Now it better reflects its surroundings. It's a place 
for people to gather within the park," she says. "We're so 
lacking in places for people to simply walk around and rest 
and enjoy public spaces. It's an issue in the American city

Most public landscapes have grand openings in warmer months, when adjustments can 
be made. But the debut of the revitalized Nicollet Mall took place during Super Bowl LIVE, 
the 10-day party touting and rebranding our region as the Bold North. The Minnesota 
Super Bowl Host Committee estimates that just over one million people visited Nicollet 
Mall for the snowy spectacles, including the American Birkebeiner International Bridge 
over Ninth Street, the glitzy Verizon Up Stage in the middle of Eighth Street, and the 


NBC and ESPN broadcast booths. 


How well did the mall's new design and infrastructure support the multimillion-dollar Bold 
North programming, the corporate attractions, and the revels of hundreds of thousands of 


visitors from around the world? | visited several times, including on the big day, to find out. 


SUNDAY, FEBRUARY 4, 1 P.M. 

6 °F (-6 °F wind chill) and sunny 

Even at peak sunlight, it was so cold 
that visitors ducked indoors for breaks, 
escaping into coffee shops or looking for 
a spot on the wind-protected, heated 
bench facing south toward Orchestra 
Hall. From the hot drinks to the glistening 
ice sculptures, | soon saw how Super 
Bowl LIVE turned winter on its head, 
flipping typical cold-weather mind-sets 
and inviting the crowds to linger outside 
on the mall. 


The many attractions were designed 

as ephemeral experiences of delight 

and surprise. Block after block, they hit 
you with the message that winter need 
not be perilous; it can actually be fun. 
Visitors from far away seemed to greatly 
enjoy the novelty of it all. 


| met an American soldier who had flown 
back from Romania for the game. He was 
an Eagles fan, new to Minneapolis, and 
dressed for the weather. In the skyway 

at the Target store, | met two Patriots 


Super Bowl LIVE filled Nicollet Mall with so many tents and trucks that the new Light Walk (left) 
looked more like temporary event scaffolding than a signature streetscape feature. 


fans decked out in tricornered hats and 
colonial outfits. A third took my picture 
as | stood between them in a welcoming 
embrace, wearing my fur hat. 


Next, | wandered into the former Macy's/ 
Marshall Field's/Dayton's store, which 
was staged with temporary attractions 
for visitors. The coming mixed-use 
renovation of the building is an exciting 
one, but on this day the great store's 
main floor was, quite literally, a shell of 
its former self. All the nostalgic Dayton's 
posters on display only added to the 
sense of loss. 


The Dayton's Project will surely aid 
efforts to make Nicollet a destination 
once again, as it was in the late 1960s 
and 1970s. As a local, | remember 
downtown when its public attractions— 
Dayton's, Woolworth's cafeteria, movie 
theaters, small stores, and lunch spots— 
were enduring fixtures. They weren't

Architect and Urban

їп а Museum in Singapore a few 
years ago, Amber Sausen, AIA pulled 
out her sketchbook and began to 
draw the scene around her. A sei urity 
guard came over to take a look. “М hy 
don't you just take a picture?" he 
asked. And then he jokingly insisted 
that she draw him. She did 
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"We're trying to move through life so fast 
that we don't take the time to study and 
observe,” she says. Most photographs are 
taken quickly and soon forgotten. The 
drawings Sausen makes on location are 
indelible keepsakes of her experiences in 
the world. 


“| don't remember every photograph 
I've taken, but | remember every sketch 
l've made,” she continues. "Each one 
contains the entire experience; when 
| look at it, | instantly remember the 
weather conditions on the day | made it, 
the interactions | had with people, and 
what it felt like to be in that place." 


An architect at Alliiance in Minneapolis, 
Sausen is also the president of Urban 
Sketchers, a elobal nonprofit dedicated 
to on-location drawing. On the third 
Sunday of each month, she joins the 
oreanization's Twin Cities chapter to draw 
and paint in a compelling public space. 
The participants come from all walks of 
life, but the sketches done by architects 
aren't hard to pick out when, at the 

end of a session, everyone shares their 
work. "We architects seem to focus on 
perspective even in our sketches outside 
of work, because our brains are working 
in 3D all the time. We're always looking 
for solutions to problems,” she says. 


In late 2017, when Urban Sketchers 
celebrated its 10th anniversary with 

a 24-hour, worldwide sketch crawl, the 
Twin Cities chapter gathered at the 
Guthrie Theater. “| love that building,” 
she says. "When | was in graduate school, 
| used to go to the Guthrie café, grab a 
coffee, and do my reading in the building. 
| claimed it as my own. 


“It's a modern building that has a really 


strong relationship to the city" she 
continues. "The interior of the Endless 
Bridge gives you framed views of the 
Stone Arch Bridge, the Mississippi River, 
and St. Anthony Falls. The design is so 
thouehtfully done. It's not a humble 
building—it's a big tower with lights on 
top. At the same time, it shows respect 
for the city; it honors the connection the 
Mill City Ruins area has to the river and 
Minnesota history.” 


She flips through her sketchbook and 
shows me her depictions of the theater, 
awash in deep blue watercolor. Over 
multiple sessions, she's sketched the 
buildine's interiors, its exterior from 
the adjacent Gold Medal Park, and the 
riverfront just beyond its glass walls 


"| think it's an especially interesting design 


for a theater, because when you step into 
a theater, you leave the world around 
you and enter a world of fantasy and 
imagination,” she says. “But this building 


doesn't forget the real world entirely. Its 
design connects it to its surroundings." 


Sausen has a special regard for theater 
spaces, including the Myles Reif 
Performing Arts Center in Grand Rapids, 
Minnesota, which she worked on with 
Alliiance. Before she decided to pursue 
architecture, she studied and taught 
performing arts and considered becoming 
an opera singer. "The arts are in my 
bones, and it's always a pleasure when 

| can bring that firsthand understanding 
of creative work to a client,” she says 


With Urban Sketchers, she encourages 
everyone to practice creativity. She 
sees it as an antidote to the rush and 
stress of modern life. “I don't care if 
you haven't picked up a pencil in your 
life. This isn't about creating a perfect 
work of art. It's about the experience 
of observing a moment and trying to 
capture something about that place 
and time.” AMN

White Space 


A 50-year history of the modern future

YOU MAY RECALL, from a period in your life when you were 
watching a lot of movies, the ending of Stanley Kubrick’s 
1968 sci-fi spectacular, 2001: A Space Odyssey. Not the very 
end, with the Star Child, but the part right before that, 
where astronaut Dave Bowman is transported to what looks 
like a high-end hotel suite completely done up in faintly 
luminescent, smudge-less white. 


A monochrome environment with some rococo flourishes, 
the room is where Bowman's final cosmic transformation 
happens, all lit from below by what seem to be fluorescent 
floor panels in a soft imitation of natural light, as if the 
room is floating over a boundless sunlit sky. Considering 
that the room is somewhere in the orbit of Jupiter, perhaps 
it is. It's here that Dave Bowman ends his life as a human 
and transforms, under the mysterious influence of the 
aliens, into the enormous space embryo that dominates the 
final frame of the film.

callege of decorating my crappy studio apartment to look 
just like it, until weighing the novelty of such a makeover 
with the practical considerations of bringing pizza, nachos, 
and bourbon into it on a regular basis ruled it out.

Many of the design details of 2007, like those of any movie 
viewed from another era, seem dated now. (You may recall 
all the Pan Am and Howard Johnson's branding.) But the 
hotel suite remains a setting that could have appeared as 
easily in 1968 as in the actual year 2001, or in 2018. Fifty 
years on, an interior wiped of color and done up in stark 
white still reads as otherworldly, out of time, or reminiscent 
of a future that keeps elimmering over the horizon but

Art Center's award-winning new lobby (page 50). Built over

Wins AIA National Firm Award 


The highest honor given to a U.S. architecture firm goes to a Minnesota studio

MINNESOTANS DON'T LIKE TO BRAG, but brag we should about having two Minneapolis 
offices win the AIA National Firm Award this decade-Snow Kreilich Architects in 2018 and VJAA in 
2012. The award recognizes the quality of the recipient's design work, and Snow Kreilich meets that 
test, having won local and national honors for almost every project they have designed. But it also 
acknowledges the character of the firm itself, and here, too, Snow Kreilich excels. Founded by Julie 
Snow, FAIA, in 1995 as one of the state's first woman-led architecture firms, Snow Kreilich is a place 
where, as Snow says, "work-life balance matters. You have to eive people what they need to do their 


jobs, including time off." 
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Snow Kreilich staff in the loading-dock space outside their 
Minneapolis Warehouse District studio. The firm has steadily 


grown over the past several years. 


Unlike the complex shapes and hard-to-build forms that have come 
to define architectural experimentation in our era, Snow Kreilich has 


taken design exploration in the opposite direction, producing very refined, 


highly restrained, and easily built structures that do more with less. 


That caring for people extends to caring 
for buildings others often overlook. “We 
take on underdog building types,” says 
Matt Kreilich, FAIA, “and try to raise the 
bar.” In one of the firm's first award- 
winning projects, a plastics factory, Julie 
Snow rethought the traditional division 
between labor and management and 
brought them together in a single, light- 
filled volume. And in one of the firm's 
most recent projects, an AIA Minnesota 
Honor Award-winning highway rest-area 
facility (March/April 2018 issue), Snow 
Kreilich embraced a building type rarely 
on the design radar and produced a 
structure that relates to the vehicles 

in front of it and the wooded ravine 
behind it in completely unexpected and 
delightful ways

That ability to make the ordinary 
extraordinary derives in part from 
what Snow describes as “a culture of 
experimentation in the office.” It also 
stems from a belief, says Kreilich, 


"that there are design opportunities 


in everything." But unlike the complex 
shapes and hard-to-build forms that 
have come to define architectural 
experimentation in our era, Snow 
Kreilich has taken design exploration 
in the opposite direction, producing 
very refined, highly restrained, and 
easily built structures that do more 
with less. "The problem with the formal 
experimentation in architecture right 
now,” says Snow, "is that it doesn't ask 
enough interesting questions."

What constitutes an interesting 
question? "We like to ask questions 
about the social and cultural context 
she explains, "questions that exceed 
our clients' expectations and that they 
may not have entertained.” In many 
ways, the reserved forms and minimal 
details in Snow Kreilich's buildings 
allow the cultural focus of their work to 
emerge. The muted color and form of 
the Brunsfield North Loop Apartments 
(January/February 2014), for instance, 
highlight the building's amazing urban 
gesture: opening the center of the site 
to the street and blurring the boundaries 
between public and private space. And 
the lightness and airiness of CHS Field

says Kreilich. "They're sailors, and having 
easy access to the water and dock was 
really important to them.

‘Most art is fragile апа... should be placed and never moved 
away,’ said sculptor Donald Judd, a thought that came to mind 
when | first saw the house that Salmela Architect designed 
for Linda Deloia in Duluth, Minnesota. Standing on the 
downhill side of the street, next to a wooded creek, the house 
looks “fragile,” to use Judd's term, with thin, flat roofs that 


project four feet from the walls and that seem to hover above 
a continuous, white-colored band that visually separates the 
dark-eray roofs from the matching base of the house. 


But the apparent lightness of the roofs 
contrasts with the visual solidity of the 
house. Except for a glass entry hall that 
allows you to look through the house to 
the backyard, the building has no windows 
facing the street, and two windowless 
black-painted garage doors. That 
blankness draws the eye even more to the 
four tall, Judd-like boxes on the roof, whose 
clerestory windows not only bring light into 
the center of the house but also shine, like 
lanterns, with the warrnth of the artificial 
light from within 


This is a house, as Judd might say, firmly 
placed and never to be moved away. 


Because of the site's downward slope, the 
house appears, from the street, to sit low 
to the eround, with two concrete driveways 
a concrete walk, and a line of tall erasses 
and a line of trees ushering visitors toward 
the slightly sunken entry court. There, the 
seemingly solid house opens up, with large 
areas of elass looking into interior walls 
painted bright red and yellow. Those bie 
blocks of color, viewed through black- 
framed windows, recall Piet Mondrian's 
abstract paintings and give new meaning 
to his desire "to abolish time, especially in 
the contemplation of architecture." 


Entering the glass vestibule, you can go 
right into the three-bedroom sleeping 
wing, or straight to the rear deck with 

its white-painted fireplace, or left to the 
living spaces. The entrance hall spans the 
width of the house, with two lanterns 
providing ample daylight along its leneth 
and large square windows at either end 
One of the windows looks out to the trees 
and the other to the neighbor's front door, 
which led Salmela to shield the latter 
with a translucent square in its middle, a 
remarkably effective way of letting in light 
and some view while also providine the 
necessary privacy. The move brings to mind 
the "center light" works of the artist Doug 
Wheeler, who could have said about that 
window what he says about art: It's about 
not looking at things but the tension 
between things 
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The entry is a glass-enclosed 
link between the living spaces 
and the bedrooms, A cedar 
deck sweeps through to a back 
area with a three-sided, white- 
painted chimney.

Another hall connects the earage and 
utility room to the main living/dining / 
kitchen space at the back of the house 
overlooking a large backyard. Visually, says 
Salmela, "the yard borrows the neighbor's 
backyard to look much bigger than it is 

A gable-roofed, black-painted timber 
pavilion, built by Linda Deloia's late 
husband, occupies the backyard, on axis 
with the back deck. Its house-like form not 
only contrasts with the modern aesthetic of 
the main house but also has an ambiguous 
scale, appearing larger than it is and 
contributing to the yard looking the same

the backyard as well as the deck, while 
projecting window bays overlook the 
adjacent woodland creek. The deep yellow 
of the kitchen wall, the light brown of the 
wood floors, the warm eray of the ceiling 
and the earthen tones of the furniture 
(including a Salmela-desiened table) all 
complement the foliage that seems to 
embrace the main space. It feels at once 
part of the nature around it and apart 
from it 


Down the middle of that high-ceilinged 
space hang two light boxes, bringing 
daylight from the rooftop lanterns into 
the center of the room. Those square 
boxes, with square cutouts echoing the 
square clerestory windows above, have 
an uncanny quality: Although all-white 
the squares within squares pick up the 
various colors of the day's light and 
shadows, reminiscent of Josef Albers' 
Homage to the Square paintings that 
seem to play tricks with the eye. Albers 
once said that "color is almost never seen 
as it really is this fact makes color the 
most relative medium in art,” an idea that 
very much applies to the multiple colors of 
those colorless cubes 


The bedroom wing of the house echoes 
the main wing, with a master bedroom 
overlooking the backyard and two smaller 
guest bedrooms toward the street with 
bathrooms and a dressing area along the 
side. As we walked through the house, 
neither client nor architect said much 
about it, letting it speak for itself. Which 
t does, beautifully. As the artist Eva Hesse 
said: "Don't ask what the work is. Rather 
see what the work does." What this work 
does is leave you speechless. AMN

SALMELA ARCHITECT 
EMPLOYS GEOMETRY BY LINDA MACK 
AND COLOR TO 
This is a Minnesota story, 
MASTERFUL EFFECT 
For years, Shelley and Jon Hyytinen had spent summer vacations 
IN HYYTINEN 
d at Ludlow's Island Resort on Lake Vermilion, near the Canadian 
A NORTHERN border. But then they started thinking about a place of their own. 
MINNESOTA CHARMER Out in the fishing boat one summer day, they spotted a for-sale 


sign on alot with 250 feet of lakeshore, a dilapidated fishing 
cabin, and a cinderblock sauna. They bought it and, with a nod to 
their Finnish heritage, hired Duluth architect David Salmela, FAIA, 
to design a simple cabin for themselves, their twin daughters, and 
their daughters' future families. The meticulously detailed but 
unpretentious retreat won a 2017 AIA Minnesota Honor Award. 


The cabin's simple lines 
belie its subtle details, 
inside and out. 
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Drawn to Salmela's crisp aesthetic, the 
Hyytinens also brought their own ideas 
to the design 


"Jon loves Pacific Northwest longhouses, 


which you enter in the middle of the 

long side,” says Shelley, who was a vice 
president for Target for 32 years. “| wanted 
a screen porch." And they needed enough 
space for family 


i 
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With the old cabin gone, the sauna 

became the anchor point for siting the 

new structure, a 20-foot-wide black box 
Stretching its long side to the south to 
gather the sun. Smack in the middle, the 
front door faces the red door of the sauna, 
which Jon resuscitated. The second floor— 
another black bar—is rotated 90 degrees, 
cantilevering almost precariously at one 
end. (“А cantilever should never exceed half 
the length of the supporting structure, but 
10 feet didn't feel right,” says Salmela 

We did 12. Your eye notices the difference.”) 


Shelley didn't eet her screen porch, but 
the large south-facing deck provides plenty 
of space for relaxing and entertaining, 
and the cabin itself is like a tree house 


"With the windows all open, it's like being 


outside,” she says 


The layout is spare and efficient. The 
kitchen and the dining and living space 
occupy the elass-walled end of the cabin 
facing the lake. A euest bath and a master 
bedroom and bath cozy into the other end 
Stairs lead up to the two guest rooms, 
which have views to the forest and the 
lake. The south one is cantilevered. Thanks 
to the site's slope toward the lake, Jon 
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Trim added to the windows and doors helps frame the views. The deck (below) centers on the old sauna. From the 
water (opposite page), the cabin seems to float on its cinder-block foundation. Black Richlite—a sustainable material 
composed of FSC-certified or recycled paper and phenolic resin—surrounds the big windows. 
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workshop below the main leve 
that has an outdoor space covered by 
the deck 


Inside and out, sophisticated details 
enhance the straightforward design 
Inside, trim has been added to the 
windows so they literally frame the view 
The trim, in turn, supports high built-in 
shelves that recall high shelves in old 
Norwegian houses-safe places to keep 
memorabilia, says Salmela 


Outside is a play of color and texture 
Finnish blue surrounds the white-framed 
windows and washes the soffit of the 
cantilever and the section of wall below 
it, magically creatine the sense of an 
outdoor room. Red Loll Adirondack chairs 
complement the blue. Salmela designed 
the sturdy and weather-resistant white 
Loll table and benches on the deck 


The Richlite—a pressed-paper product- 
covering the end of the cantilever extends 
to the sides so the cedar lap siding butts 
into it. The siding was supposed to gray 
but it wasn't meeting expectations, so 
Salmela suggested staining it with black 
tar-like creosote. “Subtle details enhance 
the purity of it,” he says 
The black stain also helps the cabin 


disappear. “We wanted something 
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unobtrusive,” says Shelley. “From the 


water, all you see is glass 


Bluestone steps and a path to the lake 
help ground the cabin, as do the old sauna 
and shed. And Salmela's signature white 
un-chimney" warms the Hyytinens on 
chillier days. They go up both in the balm 
of summer and in the depths of winter 


"It's an incredible place to stay in any 


season,” says Shelley. AMN

staged for special events or, like the mall, 
consciously designed with public art and 
landscape features to set the scene. They were 
the attractions themselves, privately owned yet 
publicly available, offering many reasons for 
people to come downtown 


Back outside, | felt a refreshed Bold North spirit 
as | watched a pack of huskies wandering around 
the base of the snow-bridge run, presumably 
getting ready for a dogsled event. The huskies 
lively facial expressions seemed so immediate 
and personal. Equally lively were the faces of the 
hundreds of volunteers who spread out across 
the streets and skyways, some stationed with 

From 
the street, | saw a young family posing in the 
Young-Quinlan Building skyway over the mall 
Bright sunshine streamed in as two volunteers 
photographed them holding up the frame. 


SETTING THE STAGE 

Nicollet wasn't redesigned for Super Bow! LIVE 
of course, but some of its new features served 
the festival well. The soaring light poles, for 
example, set a dramatic scale and helped to 
visually unify the linear volume of the historic 
street. Several of the bosques of birch and oaks 
were perfect complements to the food and 
outdoor seating areas 


What didn't appear to fare as well in the harsh 
weather and in the heavily staged environment 
was much of the new public art on the mall and 
the Light Walk by the IDS Center. Ned Kahn's 
modern Prairie Tree sculpture by the WCCO- 
TV Building was partly stained by winter salt 
and had wind-whipped plastic bags stuck in its 
stainless-steel vanes. The two-block-long Light 
Walk appeared to block a path for vendors and 
could easily have been mistaken for construction 
scaffolding amidst all the temporary structures 
in the area 


We'll need to wait a year or two to judge how 
well the revitalized Nicollet Mall succeeds as 

a destination for downtown experiences in 

all four seasons. But its setup for the five-star 
Super Bowl celebrations raises a few interesting 
questions regarding the assumed link between 
street design and social vibrancy. One question 
in particular stands out: By gaining more 
public-art attractions and corporate-sponsored 
entertainment downtown, are we losing the 
more nuanced city many of us remember?

Design at Harvard, where | took a class called 

Art and the Landscape.” The professor brought in 
Alan Sonfist, Nancy Holt, James Turrell, and other 
artists who work with landscape. We would sit and 
talk with them about their work, and how nature 
and the landscape have this amazingly powerful 
ever-evolving kind of quality. Those talks were 
incredibly inspirational, because they weren't just 
about landscape design as some nice shrubs that 
you put around a building to hide things and make 
it look nice 


What was the original design for the 
Minneapolis Sculpture Garden? 

The first iteration of the sculpture garden was 
done by Edward Larrabee Barnes in 1988, who had 
designed the 1971 Walker facility [An extension 
by Michael Van Valkenburgh Associates was 
added in 1992.] The original garden was basically 
his expression of an exterior gallery, which was 
cloistered. It was no different than what you 
might find in a Renaissance villa or a Moorish 
palace or something. It was neutral, like the white 
walls of a gallery, which was great for the art. You 
could select and change the art like you would 
curate a show in a gallery. We wanted something 
that was much more accessible—visually, 
physically, and culturally. 


What needed to change? 

It was built on a swampy site that didn't drain 
very well. (The old armory that occupied the site 
was torn down because it was slowly sinking 

into the ground.) Because of the unstable soil 
conditions and high water table, the trees in the 
northern part of the garden didn't do very well 
The sculptures and other elements were moving 
around as a result. The conservatory cost an 
outrageous amount to heat during the fall, winter 
and even spring. And the water that was being 
used for Spoonbridge and Cherry was not being 
recycled; it was being pumped and then pushed 
right down into the storm sewer. Last, not many 
people went past Claes Oldenburg and Coosje van 
Bruggen’s sculpture. | think everybody thought 
Spoonbridge and Cherry was the end of the 
garden, and beyond that it was just park 


What was the biggest challenge of the project? 
Reducing Vineland to two lanes was politically 
challenging. When the Walker expanded with 

the Herzog & de Meuron addition in 2005, an 
underground parking ramp was also put in. The 
ramp was funded partly by federal money, which 
meant that the roadway to the front door of the 
ramp had to meet certain standards, and that the

new lobby is entered through a jewel-like yellow 


vestibule that puts you in the middle of a light- 
filled white environment. The white terrazzo 
floors are polished to an almost mirror-like sheen 
reflecting natural light onto the ceilings and 
walls in a way that makes them look as if they're 
illuminated from within. You could imagine a time 
traveler from 1968 looking around and asking, "Is 
it 2001?" Close, you'd tell her: You're 17 years 
further into the future. The lobby looks very 
much like a 1960s-era observer's idea of what the 
future would look like 


A few other designs highlighted in the 2017 AIA 
Minnesota Honor Awards also have gleaming 
white surfaces, whether interior or exterior. The 
Faulkner Performing Arts Center at the University 
of Arkansas (March/April 2018 issue), for example 
reimagines the lobby of a Works Progress 
Administration-era eymnasium with swooping 
cathedral-like forms and clerestories. The 
architects cleared out the accumulated untidiness 
of a tired old athletic facility to create a beautiful 
light-filled entrance for a contemporary 


performance hall 


e Lofts at Mayo Park (page 44) in Rochester 
Minnesota, strips down the crazy-quilt pattern 

f materials found on many new apartment 
aie for a few natural wood accents 
embedded in a smooth white stucco exterior 
Viewed from above, the building looks almost like 
а meticulously engineered paper miniature. White 
like black, goes with anything, and the project 
sits peacefully next to a leafy park on the banks 
of the Zumbro River, its bright facade reflected in 
the water. The urban landscape on the other side 
of the river is a riot of browns and grays and reds 
of industrial and commercial textures. The lack 
of color in the lofts offers a restful moment of 
simplicity on the edge of a busy downtown 


Color, of course, isn't a distraction; it’s an 
important factor in how we experience 
architecture. But strip it away, and you ve got 

an opportunity to emphasize composition and 
organization above all else. In the renovated 
Faulkner Performing Arts Center lobby, the 
architects highlighted the building's embedded 
steel frame by stripping its contours down to their 
essence. The forms are still unquestionably those 
of the 1930s, when public buildings were designed 
to evoke a sense of civic pride and wonder

Removing everything else, that sense 
is what remains 


Perhaps that's why an all-white space 
emphasizing form and light still scans as 
futuristic,” even if the perception sometimes 
earns its scare quotes as Closer to a retro idea of 
what tomorrow will look like than the future we'll 
live in. The past and the present, after all, are 
untidy places. The future is a place that doesn't 
yet exist, so we can imagine that it's clean and 
orderly to the point of luminescence, free of all 
the design patterns and color palettes that mark 
an interior's place in time 


On this point, Kubrick's vision of the room is 
different from how Arthur C. Clarke describes 

it in the novel. In the book, the bedroom is an 
unremarkable hotel room stocked by the 
unseen aliens with hotel furniture, airport 
novels, and packages of brand-name foods 
that would be familiar to Bowman. Presumably, 
all this was upholstered in the patterned fabrics 
you'd find in a hotel in 1968. "His hosts,” Clarke 
writes, "had based their idea of terrestrial living 
upon TV programs 


In the film, Kubrick strips away all the patterns 
colors, and brands that would have made the 
room into 1968's idea of what 2001 might look 
like. Instead, the omniscient extraterrestrials 
have created an 18th-century chamber with 
whitewashed Neoclassical furnishings and a 
luminous floor. It's kind of chilly. It certainly 
isn't cozy in the way a Howard Johnson's room 
stocked with Budweiser and Arthur Hailey novels 
would be to the stranded astronaut protagonist 
of the novel 


But it does seem impressively rendered and 
suggestive of ereat ability and thoughtfulness 

It seems like a place so out of time and space that 
Dave Bowman, with a sense of awe, crawls into 
bed and submits to his cosmic fate. An all-white 
interior, glowing from within, is more spectacular 
than the wonders of interplanetary space. AMN
